RETIREMENT OF SECRETARY. 


One of the very first matters dealt with by the Coun- 
cil at their recent meeting was a letter fr:m Mr. A. W. 
Hill resigning his position as Secretary of the R.C.V.S. 
The cause of this, it is sad to note, is ill-health, and the 
advice of Mr. Hill’s medical adviser that he should 
leave London. All who have known Mr. Hill will 
regret his loss to the College and still more the reason 
of it. He was always a courteous gentleman, and his 
long connection with the College, over a quarter of a 
century, had given him a very intimate historical know- 
ledge of the members and affairs of the Body Corporate 
—knowledge «which he was pleased to impart to any 
member requiring it. 

It will not be easy tu replace Mr. Hill, and the ques- 
tion will doubtless arise whether the appointment shall, 
or shall not, be filled by a member of the profession. 
Fortunately his services remain available until after the 
December examinations. 


REGISTKATION COMMITTEE. 


Two matters of interest are to be found in the report 
of this Committee. One relates to a registered practi- 
tioner whose name was struck off the Register, and who 
— to the Privy Council. This judicial body has 
ordered the name to be reinstated, which means, if the 
decision is upheld, that the R.C.V.S. has no control 
whatever over the registered practitioner. That favoured 
party may adverti:e, get drunk, be convicted, or behave 
as he likes, but is not subject to any disciplinary power. 

The other matter is different. A M.R.C.V.S. who has 
been six times convicted for “drunkenness” was recom- 
mended by the Committee to be struck off the Regis- 
ter. He escaped punishment because three-fourths of 
the whole Council or two-thirds of those present are re- 
quired to make the vote effective, and a less proportion 
was obtained. In favour of not removing the name from 
the Register two members of Council spoke. One rested 
his case on the offender being an old man, and appealed 
to the generosity and mercy of the Council. The other 
argued that drunkenness was not even an offence known 
to the law. And yet this man had been six times 
punished by the law for this little weakness. The Act 
says the Council may remove a name from the Register 
person been convicted .... of an offence 
++ .. Which is a misdemeanour.” It does not seem to 
us that the Council need give much consideration to t*e 
ery of the offence if a conviction has been obtained, 
- it surely should require a great deal of extenuating

RECURRENT MANGE. 
By Col. F. Smrrx, Army Veterinary Staff. 


Thirteen years ago I made a communication in 
these columns on the above subject.* I was at 
that time greatly impressed by the extraordinary 
difficulty experienced in curing two horses of mange; 
they broke out again and again, apparently after 
complete recovery. 

In one of the above cases, indicated as A, the 
disease could be traced as far back as November, 
1889, with four relapses between that and the date 
of complete cure, which was June, 1893. 

In the second case, indicated as B, the disease 
was traced back to January, 1890, with six relapses 
between that and June, 1893, by which date it was 
definitely cured. 

I must refer the reader who is interested in the 
subject to the original communication for a full 
account of my difficulties and disappointments in 
dealing with these two horses. Every known 
remedy was tried, the cases apparently became 
cured, remaining so for from one to three months, 
sometimes even longer, and would then quite sud- 
denly develop an itchy place on the withers or back 
and the whole trouble begin over again. 

I believed in the above cases that my difficulties 
were due to auto-infection, and that some un- 
destroyed eggs remained on the skin, which weeks 
afterwards hatched out and started the disease 
afresh. 

I have on several occasions since the above com- 
munication been impressed with the great difficulty 
experienced in curing mange in certain horses, and 
venture now to supplement the original observations 
by two others which have quite recently been care- 
fully made for me by Captain Cochrane, A.V.C., 
Woolwich. 

Case ( was affected with mange during January 
1906, the parasite was found (Sarcopt) and the 
case in due course cured. The hair having grown 
and the animal apparently recovered, a further 
month’s isolation was prescribed, which was fortu- 
nate, as on Ist May the case broke out again ; it 
was finally cured. 

Case D. This animal was affected with mange in 
January, 1906, and during February the case was 
cured, but kept isolated. In about six week’s time 
the hair had grown and everything was apparently 
right, when, on Ist May it broke out again; this 
time a patch appeared on the thigh and the parasite 
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was demonstrated. From this last attack the ani- 
mal apparently recovered but on 1st July was again’ 
attacked, once more the thigh being the seat of the 
trouble. The case was finally cured. With this 


three months freedom from disease before re-infec- 
tion, fortunately the case was isolated the whole 
time. In the third attack there was a period of one 
month between apparent cure and re-infection. 

Sufficient clinical material has been recorded to 
establish the fact of the recurrent nature of mange, 
what we have now to consider is the cause. 

It is a very remarkable thing in life how common 
problems are avoided and abstruse ones eagerly 
followed. Hundreds of thousands of people and 
thousands of horses sufter every year from catarrh. 
Yet what do we know about this common and dis- 
tressing malady? Thousands of horses suffer from 
colic annually, yet our facts accumulate slowly, 
and there are big gaps to be filled in our clinical 
knowledge of the subject. In the disease we are 
considering, literally nothing is known of the life his- 
tory of a parasite large enough to be seen with the 
naked eye, while we know every mark on « bacillus, 
the number of them required to fill the eye of a 
needle, their birth, growth, development, and even 
the method of taming them ! 

It cannot be urged that the subject is of no 
interest, it is second in importance as an epizootic 
disease of horses, and of first importance in sheep ; 
it is the cause of considerable inefficiency, it pro- 
duces immense loss, yet we are ignorant of the very 
points on which the principles of its obliteration 
must be based. 

Can the acarus or its eggs live in the soil? What 
causes the disease to spring up in all directions 
when horses are overworked, underfed, and neg- 
lected ? 

What is the ordinary habitat of the parasite when 
apart from the animal body ? 

Can the eggs live on and in the skin for weeks 
without hatching out ? 

Can a few of the parasites, say u male and female, 
live for some time on the skin without causing any 
irritation or other symptoms ? 

These are simple practical questions, the alphabet 
of prevention, and to all of which we are compelled 
to say “ we do not know,” while other problems in 
pathology infinitely more difficult of determination 
and much less common, are ascertained with a re- 
markable degree of accuracy. 

The clinical facts which I have recorded appear 
to me to indicate that the parasite, either in the egg 
or some stage of development, may live on the body, 
successfully resisting all dressings, and in the course 
of time start again into. activity. 

I cannot help but feel it must be the egg which is 
resistant, though it is right to say that two of our 
Jeading pathologists do not agree with this, but con- 
sider it must be the larve or the parasite in some 
stage of development. 

The reason why I have considered the egg to be 
the cause of trouble is the facility with which it 
may be concealed, and the protection it receives 


Recurrent mange is not limited to the sarcopt. 
Cases A. and B. were psoroptic, C. and D. were 
sarcoptic. The psoropt might also manage to de- 
posit its eggs under the epithelium, or even lodge 
them in the pores of a skin exposed by irritation. 

At this point clinical experience must again be 
taken into account, and we are confronted by the 
fact that recurrent mange is the exception rather 
than the rule, and that where it does exist it is the 
same horses that time after time become infected. 

We could multiply the cases above recorded but 
without useful results, they are all alike, viz., re- 
infection from one to three months after apparent 
cure. 

Finally, it may be urged that the above are all 
cases of infection from outside sources, but on this 
point I am certain, from the rigid measures of isola- 
tion adopted, that such a thing was utterly im- 
possible. 

The clinical aspect of recurrent mange is easily 
arrived at—do not be too certain of a cure, a relapse 
may occur. The hygienic aspect is more serious - 
be careful in removing the restrictions on move- 
ment, for a certain though small proportion of cases 
will recur. Even a month’s isolation after cure is 
insufficient for such cases, and I have shown that 
three months is not long enough for others. 


HEPATIC CYST. 


The following case, which came under my notice 
some time ago, appears to me to be of some interest, 
not only from one peculiar feature in an otherwise 
ordinary train of symptoms, but also from the result 
of the post-mortem examination. 

The subject was a cat, about four years old, 
brought to me with the history that for a couple of 
days past he had immediately vomited after either 
eating or drinking—as the owners expressed it 
“ could keep nothing down for tive minutes.” This, 
however, did not seem to have had any visible 
prostrating effect, for the animal appeared quite 
strong and in excellent spirits. Learning that the 
owners had been giving the ordinary food ever since 
emesis had commenced, I judged the case to be a 
simple one of gastric irritation, which was being 
aggravated by improper feeding. I therefore re- 
stricted fluids, advised that Brand’s essence should 
be given and all solid food withheld, gave some bis- 
muth powders, and anticipated a favourable 
result. 

This, however, was far from being the case. I 
continued to see the animal, and made several minor 
alterations in the treatment, substituting other 
gastric sedatives for bismuth, and other forms © 
fluid and semi-solid nutriment in the place °

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any, attempt at vomition was noticeable, 
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immediately after swallowing, which never failed to 
induce it. But perhaps the most curious feature 
in the case was that the cat seemed in no pain or 
discomfort, never lost his usual spirits, and retained 
his strength to a remarkable degree, though as might 
be expected he became considerably emaciated. 

About the sixth day the increasing emaciation 
enabled me, by abdominal palpation, to discover an 
abnormal growth in connection with the left side of 
the liver. I now gave an unfavourable prognosis, 
and the owners shortly afterwards asked me to de- 
stroy the animal, which I did nine days after com- 
mencing treatment. On the day of destruction the 
cat seemed still in good, spirits, though manifestly 
beginning to lose strength. 

Post-mortem.—The whole body thin and emacia- 
ted. Alimentary canal quite empty, but otherwise 
normal. All other organs normal, with the excep- 
tion of the liver. This presented near the border a 
heart-shaped out-growth about the size of a wal- 
nut, of the same colour as the rest of the organ. 
When ingised this growth was hollow and cystlike 
and was filled with a viscid sanguineous fluid. 

I took the liver to an expert pathologist, who, 
after a microscopical examination, reported the 
growth to be a cyst, the walls of which were princi- 
pally composed of liver tissue, and into the cavity 
. which some hemorrhage had recently taken 
place. 

The cyst, in the expert’s opinion, fully accounted 
for the emesis, and this was satisfactory, for not 
every case of persistent vomition can be accounted 
for satisfactorily, even by post-mortem examination. 
What I can scarcely account for is the way in which 
the animal preserved his spirits and much of his 
strength as long as he was allowed to live.

NATIONAL Socrety’s 1907 MEETING. 


Mr. Suiptey said he had sent out circulars and ob- 
tained a list of about twenty guarantors of £5 each for 
the expense of entertaining the National Society on its 
visit to Yarmouth next year. He had in addition re- 
ceived several letters from gentlemen promising subscrip- 
tions up to three guineas. On the last o¢casion they 
had a subscription-list at two guineas each and guaran- 
tors were only called upon to pay 5/- under their 
guarantee.

R.S.P.C.A. INspectors as EXPERT WITNESSES. 

The Hon. Sec. read the circular letter from Mr. G. 
Thatcher, Solicitor to the R.C.V.S. 

Mr. J. Stmpson said the difficulty in the path of the 
Royal College was that complaints reached them by the 
score, but were not authenticated by details. _ Desirous 
as the Council was to correct any irregularities on the 
part of those outside the profession, it was impossible to 
do anything without adequate information. The Council 
wished to prevent inspectors of the R.S.P.A. giving ex- 
pert evidence which the profession maintained it had a 
right to give in prosecutions, but they were absolutely 
helpless unless given full details of the cases. If there 
were cases of the kind in the Eastern Counties, and the 
necessary information was supplied, the Council would 
do everything in its power to rectify any irregularities 
that were found to exist. Unfortunately it sometimes 
happened that when such circulars were issued, no infor- 
mation was forthcoming, and yet members asked why 
the Council was not doing anything. 

The PRESIDENT said he knew of a case not many 
miles away in which the inspector told him he should not 
employ a veterinary. From what he had been told, it 
might be a case worthy of a prosecution, but the inspec- 
tor had gone for a holiday, and as soon as he came back 
he would prosecute. He understood it was a chronic 
case. How should he proceed to give the Royal College 
the necessary information. 

Mr. Stmpson : By obtaining shorthand notes of the 
evidence given at the trial. 

The Prestpent : Will the magistrates allow a man to 
be there to take a note ? 

Mr. Stupson : Undoubtedly. 

The Prestpent: Who is to pay the shorthand 
writer ? 

Mr. Bower : Those who are interested in sending in 
the report. 

Mr. Mason: Do it through your Association. 

Mr. Simpson : Is the case to be tried within the area 
of this Association ? 

The Prestpent : In Norfolk. 

Mr. Stmpson :: Then I propose on the facts you have

case, a transcript to be forwarded to the Royal College 
of Veterinary Surgeons. 
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Mr. H. L. Roperts said he remembered an identical 
case which occurred a few months since before the 
Ipswich bench. The local officer of the R.S.P.C.A. 
went to a veterinary surgeon, member of this Society, 
and asked certain particulars about a horse. He quoted 
this conversation in court, giving it as expert evidence 
till he was pulled up by the solicitor for the defence. 
The acting magistrate’s clerk said he was quite willing 
to state a case as to this evidence. The full details have 
appeared in 7'he Veterinary Record within the last four 
months, showing complaints were not a mere generalisa- 
tion. In the Eastern Counties there are one or two 
arbitrary or vindicative inspectors of the R.S.P.C.A. 
who at times exceed their _— and discretion in 
giving evidence of this kind. ; 

Mr. Vituar said that as a member of the Council he 
might state there was one case a few years ago of com- 
plaint against an inspector at Nottingham who had 
gone beyond bounds and given evidence as an expert. 
The Council communicated with the Secretary of the 
Society and the Inspector was removed from Notting- 
ham, and also from the service of the Society. The 
Council was anxious to take action if it was given 
specific instances, and they must be strong cases. If in- 
spectors in the Eastern Counties exceeded their duties 
and this Society furnished details they might rely upon 
action being taken. 

The PrestpENT said that within a year a dozen cases 
might be picked up of these inspectors giving evidence 
without a veterinary surgeon being called. It was of 
almost weekly occurrence. 

The Hon. Sec seconded Mr. Simpsou’s resolution. 

Mr. VILLAR said it was not at all certain that the 
presence of a veterinary surgeon as a witness is neces- 
sary to aconviction. In country districts, and certainly 
within the Metropolitan Police district, the magistrates 
are in the habit of inspecting horses and using their own 
discretion. He did not think they could complain 
simply on the ground that a veterinary surgeon was not 
called to support an inspector. 

Mr. BANHAM said they rather mistook their position 
in regard to the R.S.P.C.A. That Society was in the 
same position as a private individual, but it instructed 
certain officials to carry out its word. Any one who 
saw a lame horse worked could summon the owner if he 
chose and could give evidence ; so could the inspectors. 

Mr. Simpson said the grievance was the acceptance 
of expert evidence from these inspectors. It was 
astonishing to hear the length to which some of these 
gentlemen who presumed to be experts went. Asa rule 
they were intelligent men and knew perfectly well they 
could talk in such a way that the magistrates might be 
misled into the belief that they were capable of giving 
expert evidence. Expert evidence ought to be given 
by professional men, though there was a difficulty in 
drawing the line between evidence of fact and expert 
evidence. One was puzzled to say where an ordinary 
Witness as to the fact stopped and where the expert 
came in. 

Mr. Roperts observed that an expert was required to 
speak to the degree of lameness or chronicity of disease 
but these inspectors spoke as to the length of time a 
horse had been lame, the severity of pain, and the ani- 
mal’s fitness or unfitness for work on land or on the 
road, This was what he and his confréres complained 
of, but it was the kind of thing these inspectors did 
habitnally. They would quote conversations which 
they had had with veterinary surgeons. He knew the 
had and professionally.

Mr. CrowHurst said: he was on a Committee at 
Leamington now that he was out of practice, and it 
investigated all cases of cruelty reported by its in- 
spector. He was not allowed to prosecute till he had 
given a full explanation, and was directed to employ a 
veterinary surgeon. 

Mr. Mason said these inspectors had considerable 

wers. First they were policemen, having been sworn 
in. They were not only informants but prosecutors, 
and were allowed to cross-examine veterinary surgeons. 
There was a difficulty asto how far evidence on ques- 
tions of fact was expert evidence. How far then could 
inspectors go? He was sorry to notice that in the 
great majority of cases magistrates seemed to lean 
towards the inspectors, while veterinary surgeons were 
pameny out of Court, because it was assumed they 

ad some interest at stake, as a defendant might be 
their best client. He spoke rather feelingly on this 
from experience. It was a question that needed deli- 
cate h:ndling, but when they found a case it was time 
to strike home. The case mentioned by the President 
might be a good one to take up. 

The PRrEsIDENT said it was not a client of his, and he 
had not seen the animal ; he only knew what the inspec- 
tor told him, and he said he was going to act entirely 
on his own account and should not empl y a veterinary 
surgeon. It was not fair to the public that these in- 
spectors should get up and swear away a man’s reputa- 
tion as some of them did. Many of them exaggerated 
their cases. He was firmly of opinion that before a man 
was convicted of cruelty to an animal the magistrates 
should have the evidence of a veterinary surgeon as well 
as that of an inspector of the R.S.P.C.A. 

Mr. BaNnHAM said they ought not to be “hail fellow, 
well met ” with these inspectors, who got into conversa- 
tion with them and sucked their brains, so to speak. He 
was served so once, and would have nothing to do with 
them since. 

Mr. J. K. Goocn said they had very little control over 
these inspectors’ actions where they conducted prosecu- 
tions on their own account. It was for the owner of an 
animal to employ a veterinary surgeon if he intended to 
defend the case, but he objected to being cross-examined 
by an inspector, an annoyance to which he-had been 
subjected on several occasions. At present they were 
helpless, as they were bound to answer questions. He 
had been advised in court to answer the questions so 
put, and it remained for them to fight out whether it 
was legal for an R.S.P.C.A. inspector to cross-examine 
a veterinary surgeon on expert evidence. He think not 
think they had anything to do with the methods 
adopted by inspectors in those cases where no veterinary 
surgeon was employed by the owner of an animal. 

The resolution was then carried. 


SOME INTERESTING CLINICAL CASES. 
By Mr. J. BEE. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen,—-At a former meeting 
I promised our Secretary to provide a subject for dis- 
cussion to-day. Since then it has been suggested to me 
that it would be more acceptable to the members an 
that a better discnssion would be provoked if I lay be- 
fore you a few cases such as one not uncommonly mects 
with in practice. I have therefore collected some 
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observations to which I now have pleasure in submitting 
for your consideration. 

Dilation of the @sophagus.---Messenger called saying 
I was required to attend a horse that was in pain, could 
not swallow, and what he attempted to eat came back 
through his nose. 

On my arrival I found an aged horse with a rather 
copious discharge from the nostrils and looking 
extremely depressed ; now and again he would poke out 
his nose, lower the neck and make an attempt at vomi- 
tion, and a quantity of semi-fluid material would flow 
from the nostrils. I learnt that for two or three 
months the horse had been gradually wasting. He had 
been fed principally on bran, and nearly every morn- 
ing whilst going to work, or during the day while work- 
ing, used to vomit. He was still kept working until 
the day before I saw him, which was Saturday. On 
Sunday morning there was a lump having a doughy 
consistence on the left side of the neck, which after be- 
ing well massaged mostly disappeared. I then passed 
the probang and gave immediate relief. 

I ordered sloppy food for few days, but gave an un- 
fevourable prognosis as I felt pretty certain that there 
would be a fatal ending. 

I called two days after and found that the horse had 
taken several buckets of gruel and eaten what sloppy 
food had beea given him. A few days after this he was 
taken ill again, the foreman gave him a physic ball ; 
the day following he was found dead. 

I made a post-mortem examination and found the 
lower cervical portion of the cesophagus much dilated 
and packed above the straw was a considera- 
ble quantity of dark fluid—-the dissolved physic ball. 

Esophagotomy im a Bullock.—Called to a bullock 
which the messenger said was choked with a piece of 
turnip and which, although they h d pessed a probang 
several times, could not be shifted. 

1 found the usual conditions—tympany, coughing 
and salivation ete. Applying a speculum I introduced my 
hand and could just manage to get my finger tips on to 
the offending object. Putting on the bulldogs and 
straightening the neck I passed a probang but found it 
impossible to clear the passage. I was the less inclined 
to use any force because after the attempts that had 
been made the gullet was swollen and sensitive I there- 
fore determined to perform cesophagotomy. 

Fastening the head to a post and closing against the 

y a swinging gate secured by a rope, I proceeded to 
make an incision down on to the turnip, which could be 
clearly felt a little below the larynx, after getting 
through the skin I tore away the connective tissue with 
the fingers and laid bare the oesophagus, the turnip 
could then be felt bulging. I carefully slit the veso- 
vhagus, making an opening just l.rge enough to permit 
wid forcing out a wedge-shaped piece of turnip.

tion and then administered chloroform. When narcosis 
was pronounced I put a double hitch of stout suture 
silk round the soul (first ascertaining that nothing had 
been prolapsed besides the uterus) and drawing it as 
tight as possible tied the ends securely. I now amputa- 
ted the organ close to the ligature. There was practi- 
cally no bleeding. I dressed the parts thoroughly with 
chinosol solution and pushed the stump back into the 
pelvis. I though it advisable to puta couple of metallic 
sutures through the vulva. 

The after treatment consisted of daily syringing with 
chinosol. Nota bad symptom followed, there was little 
or no straining after the second day, food was taken 
freely and the bitch was returned home four days after 
the operation, made a rapid recovery, and is at present 
running about. 

Dr. Physalix Distemper Vaccine.—Some unusual 
sequel affecting four greyhound puppies. I examined 
the pups two days before the operation and found them 
in perfect health. They were very valuable, and extra 
precautions were observed. My assistant vaccinated 
the four puppies while I was on my holidays. Ten days 
after [ was sent fur to see the animals, as they were 
doing very badly. 

I was astonished at their changed condition. They 
had wasted very much and were extremely lame. At 
the seat of inoculation each pup had a buge ulcerous 
patch the size of a five shilling piece laying bare the 
muscles. It was evident that the vaccine had induced 
necrosis of the tissues. As a result of its local action a 
reddish fluid was escaping from the ulcers. After trying 
unsnecessfully boracic acid, iodoform, corrosive subli- 
mate, nitrate of silver, etc., I finally applied chinosol, 
1 in 20, and this acted like magic from its first applica- 
tion. In three weeks after the parts were completely 
he led and the puppies commenced to do well. They 
were then sent on the Cumberland walks, and have done 
extremely well ever since. 

Ihave been informed that a similar necrotic action 
has been observed in perfectly healthy horses after the 
use of some samples of mallein. 

Parasitic Gastritis in Sheep.—One of my clients had 
lost 15 or 16 sheep out of his flock from some malady, 
the symptoms of whieh, as he described them to me, 
were diarrhvea, rapidly progressive wasting and death. 

Those that were wasting he particularly noticed 
looked at a distance like sheep affected with scab, hav- 
ing lust patches of wool here and there, and loose wool 
hanging off them, but no itching or rubbing. He 
examined them carefully and knew that they had not 
scab. He made post-mortem examinations of several 
but could find nothing to account for death, and finally 
called me in. On going through the flock I picked out 
30 sheep that were evidently suffering from the affec- 
tion. I now made post-mortem examinations on two 
patients recently dead. 

The carcases were greatly emaciated. Wool could 
easily be pulled out along the back. On opening the 
abdomen the muscles were seen to be white and anemic. 
Apart from some increase in the pericardial fluid, the 
chest organs were healthy though pale. The abdominal 
organs also were fairly normal. A good deal of dirty 
fluid was found in theabomasum, the mucous membrane 
of which was much thickened and congested in piaces. 
I removed a little of the mucous membrane, and on 
examing scrapings under a low power the strongylus 
contortus were found in large numbers. 

Treatment.—The sheep were removed to a different 
pasture and and the thirty worst were isolated, each re- 
ceived daily for 12 days—

cake and bran, common salt and sulphate iron (about 
20 grains of each for a dose) daily. This also was 
given to the main flock in their dry food.

DIscussIon. 


’ Mr. Srmpson said dilatation of the cesophagus, al- 
though not uncommon, could not be said to be frequent. 
He had met with cases, as every praetitioner there 
doubtless had, and the sum of his experience was that 
a horse which was affected with it might at onee be 
relegated to the list of chronic invalids, in the same 
way as horses suffering from paralysis of the rectum. 
Where there was real paralysis of the rectum it became 
necessary to relieve the animal every twenty-four hours 
either by hand or by the introduction of fluid. Where 
there was a case of true dilatation of the cesophagus 
from loss of the nervous power of the muscular coat to 
contract, it became necessary to use massage as ex- 
plained by Mr. Bee, but the passing of probang was 
absolutely useless if it was desired to effect a good 
result permanently. Unless the animal was a favourite 
and its owner was prepared to call the veterinary sur- 
geon in very frequently, he had better give the animal 
a merciful end. Mr. Bee referred to obstructions in the 
cesophagus, but obstrvetions of the wsophagus in the 
horse are not so common as in theox. Thisis accounted 
for by the fact that the horse has to deal with different 
food materials. Eating or bolting angular portions of 
turnips and such substances fully acconnts for the fre- 
quucy with which obstructions in the cesophagus of the 
ox are met. In the horse it is chiefly due to being 
allowed to take food when exceedingly Bondi It might 
be corn and chaff combined perhaps with bran, and is 
partaken of in such a rete manner, without sufficient 
salivation of the materials, that they become obstructed 
in the cesophagus. 

In the ox or cow they had no hesitation in dealing 
with it. The animal is secured and having fixed a gag, 
a probang is passed with the result when successful of 
an eructation of turnips. With regard to the horse one 
hesitated for a long time to cast the animal and use the 
pobang. He could count on the fingers of one hand the 
occasions on which he had used it on the horse, and to 
his mind it was exceedingly difficult and dangerous. 

He was present on one occasion when a practitioner 
had an obstruction of the cesophagus in a horse, and he 
very boldly cast the horse and told him what he was 
going todo. He (Mr. Simpson) advised him to have a 
little care and try something else first, but he passed 
the probang from the larynx into the trachea, and from 
the trachea into the bronchial tubes and then exercising 
as much power as he ep me succeeded in rupturing 
most of the vessels of the lungs, blood oosing from the 
nostrils, and in a few minutes it was all over They 
should hesitate before passing a probang because re- 
moval of obstructions in the cesophagus of the horse is 
not difficult with patience. If they succeeded in locat. 
ing the obstruction in the cervical portion of th 
hagus they should admini 
phag y minister a little oil and mas- 
sage the parts. If they failed to effect a dislodgment 
of the obstruction they would have evidence of it in

when in time it would get rid of the obstruction. He 


also believed in that mode of treatment but if he was 
desirous of bringing about the object in view earlier 
than would be the case with this simple treatment, he 
placed upon the molars of the horse some extract of 
belladonna, his object being to relax the contraction of 
the muscular coat of the cesophagns. In many cases he 
had been successful without doing anything else. The 
treatment adopted by Prof. McCall was doubtless with 
this object. The mere lodging of an obstruction in the 
cesophagus of the horse does not give rise to the painful 
symptoms they saw. This was the spasm of the muscu- 
lar coat of the vesophagus. If one can relieve that sprsin 
earlier by the administration of a little extract of bella- 
donna on the molar teeth, which the horse at any rate 
attempts to swallow. 

Trunks of roots and such things are a common cause 
of choking in the cow, but he called a case to mind to 
which he attended where the animal presented unmis- 
takable evidence of choking. He passed his probang 
and it passed it into the stomach and the cow was 
relieved. When he was putting on his coat to go away 
the cowman told him she was just as bad again. She 
had been allowed to eat something, and he again passed 
his probang and gave the cow relief. Then he went 
through the same process of cleansing and disinfecting 
himself when he was once more called to the cowhouse. 
This sort of thing went on until the middle of the next 
day, when the animal being a favourite belonging to a 
lady of title, who did not wish it to be put to any in- 
convenience, it was killed. He made a post-mortem, 
aud to his astonishment found a piece of galvanished 
iron half the size of his hand across the cesophagus. 
His probang had passed over it without touching it, 
and this led him to believe he had relieved his patient. 
He mentioned this as one of the extraordinary things 
that will lodge in the wsophagus of a cow. 

The specimen of os suffraginis, though not uncom- 
mon, was very interesting. As it occurred during 
lightning he was curious to see if Mr. Bee attributed it 
in any way to lightning, but he only blamed the light- 
ning for stopping the horse suddenly, and hence the 
fracture. ‘These fractures of os suffraginis occur under 
all circumstances, and almost make one think Nature 
made a mistake in the osseous structure of the horse, 
just as he believed Nature has made one mistake in the 

uman frame, in the teeth. It was the bone which of 
all others was so unfortunate as to become the subject 
of fracture. 

Mr. W. Hunvtine said everyone knew he was an 
authority on cattle. (Laughter.) He carefully left 
them alone unless in the law court. As to the injection 
of Physalix vaccines his experience included the injec- 
tion of fifty to fifty-five dogs, but so far as he could 
observe the injections had absolutely no effect upon 
them, and a secondary abscess only occurred in one oF 
two cases, with a little edema in one. In the majority 
there was the mechanical swelling due_to the injection 
and next day not a trace to be seen. In no single case 
was there a sore or abscess of any kind. It was 4 
curious thing that the more care one took in the way of 
aseptic precautions the more likely one was to have 
abscesses and such things as a result. He knew two of 
three men who had abscesses after invariably clipping 
the hair carefully and washing with a solution of car- 
bolic acid. For one bus company two veterinary Si" 
geons did four thousand horses with mallein, and in 
only one case was an abscess formed as the result = 
their injections, though they adopted absolutely no antl 
septic precautions. He was not himself oppose¢ ° 
these, but he never adopted antiseptic precautions 1 
the injection of mallein, yet he had never seen ee 
abscess formed. At a in London where 
diphtheritic toxin was used, on the advice a ae 
superior bacteriologist, not only was the hair cut bu “ 
neck shaved and covered over for twelve hours w! 
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sheet dipped in antiseptic, and it was only during the 
period of these precautions that they had any abscesses 
upon the neck. 

Mr. Simpson said that fractures of the tern bone 
occurred under all circumstances, and so they did. In 
the particular instance cited by Mr. Bee the horse shied 
and no doubt made a sudden jump. 

He remembered a pair of cobs which had only just 
left the stable and been brought to the front door, when 
one began prancing, rearing, and kicking fresh came 
down with his foot on the ground. He was dead lame 
inan instant ; his pastern was broken into seven or eight 

vieces. One would have thought when a horse was 
larking about he would still have physiological control 
over his muscles, but fracture must occur when he had 
lost this control, and the bones went one over the other 
like one stone on top of another. All proper muscular 
control seemed to be lost when this occurred. 

He saw a valuable circus horse go once round and 
then come dead lame. A trick horse of course was tied 
down and reined up carrying such a set of gear that he 
can scarcely move his head a couple of inches, in order 
to be undgr perfect control, but in such a condition he 
lost the proper co-ordination of movement in his limbs. 

A friend of his galloping a horse when the veterinary 
told him to go quicker, he shot his heels into him, and 
the next moment that horse had a fractured pastern. 
It was in about 42 pieces. 

In his experience diagnosis of fractured pastern with- 
out displacement was extremely difficult. If broken 
into a number of pieces anybody could diagnose 
it, but if only split, or sometimes broken into three 
pieces it may not be diagnosed by crepitus or mobility 
for two or three days. 

The other day he saw a pastern bone from a horse 
which a veterinary surgeon had decided to have killed 
on his own diagnosis. It was clever, though he would 
not have liked to have done it. He found that the 
only place the horse resented pressure was on the front 
and top end of the os snffraginis. Pressure made the 
horse rear, and on the strength of that he had it killed. 
He was right, though the fracture extended only half 
way down the bone. It wasa ’bus horse, so that he 
was probably not worth keeping, as repair would have 
taken a long time. In a brood animal it might have 
been worth trying. 

Mr. VILLAR said it was his good fortune to be a mem- 
ber of three such Societies, but it was with great 
fresers that he heard Mr. Bee’s paper. He had never 
efore heard a collection of notes put in the form of a 
paper, but it was a splendid plan that he would suggest 
4s an Innovation to other Societies. The treatment by 
belladonna mentioned by Mr. Simpson gave the quick- 
est recovery he had seen from bad cases of choking. In 
one case a small quantity of strong solution of extract 
of belladonna was given to the horse instead of any 
warm water or linseed oil, its head was held up—rather 
a difficult business—and the belladonna solution, about 
one ounce, went to the seat of the obstruction, and in a 
an lew minutes the horse wes entirely relieved.

Mr. Bre said he was in a very favourable position at 
the time. The horse was in a crew yard and he was 
two feet above the horse with plenty of good men. 
There did not appear to be any particular danger on 
that occasion. 

Mr. VILLAR said he was a member of the Committee 
which undertook the experiments with Physalix vaccine 
but these were not very successful, and the only conclu- 
sion gained was that Physalix vaccine was no certain 
prophylactic or preventive of distemper. Possibly the 
case of necrosis arose through the instrument used being 
in a dirty state, as Mr. Bee did not operate himself. In 
the neighbourhood of London one was called upon a 
good deal for this sort of thing, but his experience was 
that they got no local action. He always took the pre- 
caution of boiling the syringe before making a subcu- 
taneous injection. If the gentlemen who did not apply 
antiseptics to the horses were so successful it was be- 
cause they were particular to make the syringe 
aseptic. 

Mr. W. Huntrne said he had a syringe that had not 
been boiled for two years. He only used it for mallein 
which had five per cent. of carbolic in it. 

Mr. Viuar said that if he dipped the needle of the 
syringe in the mallein this made it antiseptic, but un- 
doubtedly dirt was introduced in some way in the case 
Mr. Bee had referred to, and this accounted for the 
necrotic process that went on. 

As to parasitic gastritis in sheep he had unfortu- 
nately had some experience and tried various remedies, 
but had nothing like the success that Mr. Bee had had. 
[n his district the soil was very cold, clayey, and there 
was not a great deal of nutrient matter in the pastures, 
which might account for the greater fatality. Should he 
be called to another outbreak he would try the treat- 
ment Mr. Bee had found so particularly successful. 

Mr. J. K. Goocu said he recently had rather a peculiar 
case of choking in the horse. A mare suffering from a 
wound in the foot came down with lockjaw, and when 
he saw her on the fifth day she was making slow pro- 
gress, scarcely able to feed. When he saw her in the 
afternoon she was apparently dying, and presented an 
alarming spectacle. He had never seen a horse with 
lockjaw choked before, and this one suffered excrucia- 
ting pain. The owner had given her some young fresh 
grass and in trying to eat it she had choked herself. He 
told them to take the food away and did nothing except 
inject sulphate of atropine into the muscles of the neck. 
In the morning the mare had quite recovered from the 
effects of the choking, and since had quite recovered from 
the lockjaw. 

He had had a large quantity of cases of parasitic 
disease of the fourth stomach of the sheep, and this year 
had drenched one flock of three hundred two or three 
times. His treatment, which had been fairly success- 
ful, was to give lysol and turpentine, which mix easily 
with water, and the sheep take it without difficulty. 

Mr. G. Huntine said that when he located an ob- 
struction be injected atropine and gave one drachm of 
extract of belladonna mixed with linseed. He had the 
horse’s head tied up to the rack, kept it quiet, and never 
had to use the probang except in one or two cases. He 
should not use the probang within a shorter period than 
24 hours. 

Mr. A. S. Aucer said that he had a unique case of 
choking in the cow to which he was called three months 
since. On his way he was informed the animal was 
dead. On making an autopsy he found a rounded piece

know that argument is not admitted by some of the 
members of the Council, but you must remember that 
owing to his conduct he will be discredited more than 
ever in the neighbourhood where he resides, and any 
chance of reform and of amending his ways will be shut 
out if we to-day agree to remove his name from the 
Register. I appeal to your generosity, gentlemen—(and 
I know you are generous from my own experience of 

ou)—to deal with this man in a more liberal way than 
1s suggested by the resolution before you. I do not know 
him personally, and I have no knowledge of the facts 
except what was given to us yesterday, but I think if 
the President reprimands him for his condnet it would 
ineet all the requirements of the case.

Unfortunately that Is 
the case in some places, and that is the great reason for 
the failure on the part of many veterinary, surgeons to 
command that respect to which they are entitled.

Mr. Fraser 
has pointed out that if that is done it will absolutely 
deprive this man of his living. Nothing of the kind.

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College, and which is to send him adrift on the world, 
it will not only result in the ruin probably of that man 
himself but it will redound to the disadvantage of this 
Council and all who sit around this board. (Hear, hear, 
and “No, no.”) I wish to remind the members of the 
Conncil that I hold no brief for drunkenness. Though 
only some few score years ago drunkenness was looked 
on asa fine old jonis? sssetat device, [ do not take that 
view myself ; but I wish to point out to the members of 
the profession bere that drunkenness in itself is not even 
regarded by the law as an offence, and that a man may 
indulge in intoxicating liqours to the full extent of his 
bent without bringing himself within the reach of the 
law. The law does not inflict a penalty for being in- 
toxicated, and who are we, I ask, great as we may be in 
our own profession, to set ourselves above the law of the 
land, and to inflict a penalty where the highest legal 
minds and the greatest intelligence in the country see 
no need for inflicting such a penalty? If we are to 
inflict a penalty, and to inflict so severe and so great a 
penalty, for an offence which the law of the land does 
not ae ee there is only a step to striking a man off 
the Register because he happens to have had a_ verdict 
given against him in an action for divorce, and a step 
from that again because he is condemned by a jury of 
sporting squires, because he has been guilty of shooting 
a fox. I know unquestionably that that 1s considered 
in a sporting parish to be as grave an offence as a man 
can be guilty of. But are we to set up a new rule, a 
new code of laws under our own existing code of laws, 
simply because our sentiments happen for the moment 
to have been outraged by some offence to whieh we 
do not happen to agree? We have to remember that 
we exist not for our own private ends nor evea for the 
ends and interests of our own profession, but because 
we conduce to the benefit of the Kingdom and the 
Empire at large, and that those powers which we exer- 
cise are not our powers but only powers delegated to us, 
to be exercised under the greater power which rules us 
all, and which, in giving them. has laid down the 
principles that anything we may do must be so done 
that “it be not repugnant to ~ Bos presents nor to the 
laws of this our realm.” Gentlemen, I think that we 
ad well give — before we proceed to strike this 
man off the Register for the offence which has been 
alleged against him. We may, it is true, regret that 
offence ; we niay express an opinion condemning that 
offence, but it is a very different thing to express an 
opinion and to do a legal act entailing such serious

Through a serious misapprehension 
on the part of, at least, the College of Preceptors, and, I 
think, the Educational Institute of Scotland, they con- 
tinued to issue to candidates, during part of the current 
year, certificates based on the old examination, under 
the belief that they were doing all right in that up to 
the 31st July. That was a misapprehension. These 
certificates are not now acceptable. It is now proposed 
that the report with the alteration be received and 
adopted. 
Prof. Dewar: Mr. Mulvey will correct me if I am 
wrong, but I believe it isa fact that letters were read at 
the Committee meeting yesterday from two gentlemen 
who have passed the Army Entrance Examination.

Prof. WiLtt1AMs : Before the discussion on the report 
is closed, I should like to ask if it isa wise thing for 
either the Examination Committee or for this Council 
to accept certificates that are 20 years old, without 
having a thorough guarantee that they are very high 
class certificates indeed. 

Mr. Mutvey: Can Prof. Williams give a specific 
case? Iam not aware of any certificate of that date 
having been accepted. 

Prof. WILLIAMS: 1887 or 1886 is the date on one of 
the certificates presented--one of the Army certificates. 
PRESIDENT: We are absolutely bound by our 
»ye-laws. 

Mr. Mutvey : With regard to that certificate, General 
Thomson has undertaken to see if it complies with our 

resent bye-laws. If it does not comply with our bye- 
aws it will not be accepted. 

Prof. Witt1AMs: But I would argue that an exami- 
nation can be held which includes not only all cur sub- 
jects but twice as many as our subjects, and with a 
standard so low that nobody would accept it. I want to 
know if the standard of these subjects is as high as we 
need it to be. 

Mr. Mutvey: Enquiry is to be made. 

The PRESIDENT: We assumed that the standard was 
sufficient when we put the examination in our last Sche- 
dule I, and we cannot go back on that. 

Prof. Witt1aMs: But not a twenty years old exami- 
nation. 

The PresipENT: There is nothing specified about 
the date. If it is a certificate from the body named, 
and it includes the subjects specified, we must 
accept it. 

The Report of the Examination Committee, as amended 
and of the Sub-Examination Committee were then 
unanimously adopted. 


Notice oF Motion spy GENERAL THOMSON. 


General THomson : With your permission, sir, I now 
give the following notice of motion, which I will suspend 
in the nsual manner: “That the provisions of the 
amended bye-laws 52-55 appearing on page 77 of the 
Register for 1906 shall, so far as they relate to certificates 
in General Education, be suspended until after the 31st 
July, 1907, and that in the interval the provisions of 
bye-law 52 as it appears on page 64 of the Register for 
1906 shall revived.” It occurs to me to ask whether we 
should not be doing better by going a step further than 
that, and saying that they be held in suspension until 
December, instead of a year from now, That [ will leav2 
to the Council generally to consider. 

Mr. Fraser: What is General Thomson’s object in 
extending the time ? 

General Tuomson : To enable these young gentlemen, 
who have received these wrong certificates, under a mis- 
apprehension from the College of Preceptors and the 
Educational Institute of Scotland, to enter the Colleges 
without further delay. 

Mr. Fraser: They can do that before July. 

The Prestpent: No; that is a misapprehension. I 
may point out to the Council that, although this seems 
to give exemption for twelve months, it does nothing of 
the kind ; it only gives exemption for the moment. Any 
student who fails to enter one of the Colleges during 
this month ceases to reap any advantage from the sus- 
pension of the bye-law. That is a fact. The same thing 
may happen at Christmas. It is quite possible that 
students may present themselves at Christmas who 
have obtained, during the course of the present year, a 
certificated from the College of Preceptors which we will 
be bound to refuse. : 

Mr. Fraser: What occurs to me is that they may 
absent themselves as long as they like. ; 
The Prestpent: There is a reasonable period. I 


have nothing to say to it personally. 
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Prof. Witu1aMs: I should strongly object to extend- 


ing the time beyond the 31st July. It was the hope of 
the Council that, by placing the standard of examina- 


tions on an absolute equality with that of the medicals, 


we would do something towards the elevation of our 


rofession. If this standard is going to be lowered, as 
it is suggested it should be, to its old standard. again, 
then what opportunity is there of universally recognis- 
ing veterinary students? I maintain that the 31st July 
next year is the very last date that ought to be 
accepted. 

The Prestpent: I entirely agree with that, bnt I 
should like it to go out ouiiale that this extension does 
not enable anybody to take advantage of it unless he 
immediately enters one of the schools, that is, at the 
beginning of the present session. 

Prof. icssone’ As a matter of fact that is impos- 
sible, because, according to the regulations of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, a man must 
attend ten weeks in each term, and no man can attend 
ten weeks unless the lectures go on up to Christmas 
or after Christmas. 

The Prestpent: [ think Prof. Williams is in error. 
He must attend a course of instruction extending over 
not less than ten weebs. That is a different thing: 
otherwise a day of sickness wonld render a man in- 
eligible, and that is not so. I quite agree it is better 
to put it in conformity with the recommendation of 
of the Examination Committee, which was nnanitmous. 

General THomson : In that case I withdraw my sug- 
gestion about December, and confine the resolution to 
the 31st July. 

Mr. Bannam: I presume this is a recommendation 
of the teachers of the schools ? 

The PrEsIDENT : No, it is the recommendation of the 
Exemination Committee. 

Mr. BanHam: It was not the Sub-Committee. 

The PrestpENT: It has nothing todo with them. 


PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE. 


Mr. GARNETT read the report of a mee ing of the Par- 
liamentary Committee held on the 24th July, 1906, 
which stated that Mr. Garnett was elected Chairman for 
the year.

The Committee considered a letter 
from the Lincolnshire Veterinary Medical Society, and 
in answer to the four suggestions recommended the fol- 
lowing answers :—

under it. An inspector who was neither a veterinary 
surgeon nor a medical officer was not likely to be 
tempted to go beyond the purely administrative work 
assigned to him, but when a medical officer was ap- 
ointed an Inspector under the Act there was a possi- 
bility that he might, from his knowledge of disease in 
man, be led to trespass = the ground which be- 
longed exclusively to the Veterinary Inspector. Even 
where there was no actual trespass, the Council of the 
Royal College of Vanseeeay Surgeons thought that the 
arrangement under which the Medical Officer of Health 
occupied the position of Chief Inspector and stood be- 
tween the Local Authority and its Veterinary Inspector 
was an objectionable one, since it necessarily tended to 
detract from the importance of the latter, and caused 
him to be to a certain extent overshadowed by the 
Medical Officer of Health, even in matters relating to 
the diseases of the lower animals. The Council of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons therefore hoped 
that the Board of Agriculture would use its influence 
to prevent Medical Officers of Health being made In- 
spectors, or assigned any function whatever in connec- 
- with the administration of the Diseases of Animals 
Acts, 
These views were supported by Mr. Simpson and by 
Mr. Mason, tepresenting the Yorkshire Veterinary Medi- 
cal Society. 
Sir Thomas Elliott, in reply, said that, to a large 
extent, he was in sympathy with the views which bad 
been laid before him by the deputotion. He wished to 
take the opportunity to point out that the Board of 
Agriculture had uo power in connection with those 
duties which fell to veterinary surgeons under the 
Dairies, Cowsheds, and Milkshops Orders, the adminis- 
tration of which belonged to Public Health Authorities 
under the Local Government Board. With regard to 
the duties of Inspector under the Diseases of Animals 
Acts, he believed that there were only a few instances 
in which the Medical Officers of Health were appointed 
as Inspectors. The Board had already caused some en- 
quiry to be made as to the way in which this arrange- 
ment worked in practice, and the deputation might rest 
assured that their representations would be kept in 
mind, and that the influence of the Board would, when- 
ever possible, be used to secure to Veterinary Inspectors 
the full privileges to which they were entitled, and the 
full credit for the work which they carried out under 
the Act. (Cheers). 

The PrestpENT: It is not necessary to move the 
adoption of that report.

The PresIDENT: With reference to the recommenda- 
tion of this Sub-Committee of the Finance Committee 
regarding the insertion of an advertisement for a clerk, 
the Secretary represented to me that it was practically 
a necessity that he should receive some assistance im- 
mediately, and I therefore took it upon myself to 
authorise Mr. Hill to engage the temporary services of a 
clerk, who has now been assisting him for some weeks. 
Mr. Hill informs me that he promises to be a competent 
clerk, and is doing the work very well. It is just a 
question, therefore, whether the Council, or any Com- 
mittee of it, should put themselves to the trouble of 
going through a new lot of applications, unless they are 
satisfied that the man who is at present doing the work 
is not good enough. 

Mr. Garnett: What is the salary ? 

The PRESIDENT : £60 a year, 23s. a week. 

Mr. Simpson : I beg to propose that the report be re- 
ceived, and the recommendation therein adopted. 

The PrestpENT: That would mean that this clerk 
would have to be discharged. 

Mr. Smmpson : I did not mean that. 1 withdraw my 
resolution.

Mr. Lawson: I do not think the Committee under- 
stood that we had to go into the question of the Irish 
and Scotch Secretaries at all. I thought it was simply 
a question of how the clerical work was carried on at 10 
Red Lion Square. That is all we understood. [ assure 
you that we did go into the matter very fully. We 
sat one day for four hours, and on another day for two 
hours, and went thoroughly into the accounts and 
everything we could in order to come to a right deter- 
mination. 

The Prestpent: There has been an omission from 
the agenda of the appointment of a Secretary in Liver- 

ol. My recollection is that we appointed Mr, Black- 
nome for three months, so as to make his appointment 
fall in line with those of Scotland and Ireland.

In this letter the Local Government Board are 
to be urged (1) That it is necessary to forthwith promote 
legislation for the compulsory inspection at the time 0 
slaughter of all sok nom» intended for the food of man, 
such inspection to be made by a veterinary surgeon oF 
other recognised expert.” ‘There are several other 
clauses, but so far as I was concerned I stopped there. 
To my mind it might be an opportunity for this Council 
to make some move, best known to gentlemen wlio are 
old Parliamentary hands, to strengthen that recommen 
dation of the Court of Common Council to the hones 
able gentlemen of the Local Government Board, wit 
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the idea that it should be known that the veterinary sur- 
geon is pre-eminently the expert in the inspection of 
the slaughter of animals intended for the food of man. 
Lam afraid, with regard to the other “recognised ex- 
pert,” we have had too much of him in many ways pre- 
viously, and I think it might be a useful and fitting 
opportunity to Jet the authorities know that our claims 
to & considered in that respect are certainly pre-eminent. 
Gentlemen, I leave it to you. It is not for me to say 
whether you will deem it advisable to bring forward the 
claims of. our members in this particular matter, nor is 
it for me to suggest which are the best means calculated 
to bring these claims forward. I leave it just as a sug- 
gestion ; that it is an opportunity for us to make clear 
our position in relation to that particular matter. 

The PrestipeNt: I do not think, gentlemen, there 
can be any harm in passing a sort of abstract resolution 
like this, but, on the other hand, I think the Council 
should consider whether it is likely to do any good, 
whether our interests are furthered by blowing our own 
trumpets on every conceivable occasion, and a little toc 
loudly. My strong opinion is that we should do no 
good by taking any action over this resolution of the 
Court of Common Council. If there were any proposal 
to embody in legislation a recommendation that there 
are experts in meat inspection other than vet: rirary 
surgeons, then I think we should take action, and take 
it strongly, but there is no such proposal at present, so 
far as I knqw. But the matter is entirely in the hands 
of the Council. 

Mr. Garnett : I propose that the matter be allowed 
to remain where it is. At our last meeting we passed a 
resolution in regard to the Local Government Board, 
that we should take no further steps on practically the 
subject matter of this resolution of Mr. Sumner’s. We 
have been working and doing all we can in the direc- 
tions he has indicated, and it was our firm opinion that 
we could not do any more at the present time. Let the 
Local Government Board, be for a short while. I do 
not think this is a favourable opportunity at all, after 
what has passed between ourselves and the local 
Government Board during the past 18 months or so. 

Mr. SuMNER: I am quite satisfied, Mr. President and 
gentlemen, that I have had the opportunity of calling 
yourattention to it. It is not for me to direct any effort 
that we should make. 

Prof. WitttaMs: I think, sir, we are fairly well pro- 
tected in regard to the matter that Mr. Sumner has 
brought before us, because you will remember the ex- 
tract said “The inspection shall be carried out by a 
veterinary surgeon or by other experts.” Of course it 
Is quite a certainty that if we are consulted as to who 
= the other experts, we will say that we know of no 
others. In all probability, as we are there recognised 
as a profession there is no one else who can pass an 
opinion on us, and that is proved by the fact of the 
neetion being named there.

The PresipENT: The. only business of the special 
meeting is the motion to alter bye-laws 52-55, of which 
notice was given by Prof. Mettam at the last meeting. I 
have had a letter from Prof. Mettam regretting his in- 
ability to be present at either the Committee or the Coun- 
cil meetings, and since this meeting began I have received 
a letter from Mr. Barrett telling me that he had pro- 
mised Prof. Mettam to move this resolution in his 
absence, with the consent of the Council. Mr. Barrett 
is also unfortunately unable to be present, and he asks 
if I would eH some other member of Council to 
move the resolution. 

Mr. Aspson: I beg to move the resolution in Prof. 
Mettam’s name, namely :— 

To insert after—-The following alterations of Bye- 
laws 52—-55 to come into force August 1, 1906. “These 
alterations not to be applicable to a student already en- 
rolled in a Veterinary College, provided (1) that the 
student produced a certificate that he was already a 
student in the College on November Ist, 1905, and (2) 
an explanation satisfactory to the Examination Com- 
mittee as to why he did not proceed to the first exami- 
nation in may or July, 1906.” 

Mr. GarRNETT: May I ask, on a point of order, see- 
ing what has taken place with regard to this very bye- 
law whether this is necessary at all? I do not think 
Prof. Mettam, under these circumstances, would desire 
us to move in the matter. 

The PRESIDENT : No, it is unnecessary. 

Prof. W1~u1aMs : I beg to say that this alteration of 
bye-laws cannot occur until the general meeting. 

The PrEsIDENT : This will be confirmed. 

Prof. Witt1aMs : This resolution is probably refera- 
ble to students who desire tocome up in December. I 
would support the proposition that Prof. Mettam’s sng- 

sted alteration be accepted by the Council, I think it 
is hardly necessary for me to go further into detail, ex 
cept to say that it is simply to protect a certain number 
of students who have been at College for some little 
time, but who did not present themeelves for certain 
reasons either last May or last July. 

Mr. Stockman: I think this operation will have to 
be limited, will it not ? 

The PresipENT : I merely want to say, before the dis- 
cussion is continued, that I was in error a moment ago, 
Prof. Williams is quite right, that if the cases which 
Prof. Mettam had in mind are to be dealt with they 
must be dealt with immediately, because the students 
will desire to present themselves at the Christmas exam- 
— and the bye-laws cannot possibly be altered 
then. 

Prof. Wiit1aMs: These, if adopted, will only exist 
until, we trust, the suggested suspension of the bye-laws 
takes place in January. 

Mr. Mutvey: It will have to be suspended in the 
usual way. 

The PrestpenT : This has been suspended. It really 
covers only a very small number of cases, and it appears 
to me that nothing can be said against it. 

Mr. GaRNETT: May I point out that I think there is 
something to be said against it, unless we make some 
provision for repealing this in this same way that Gen. 
Thomson has done in his notice. This becomes the bye- 
law now. 

The PresrtpEnT : It relates to students who are already 
in a veterinary school. 

Mr. Garnett: And only up to December. As I 
understand it our position is this. We have already 
given notice to repeal and substitute certain bye-laws 
from 52-55, and this matter refers to those bye-laws. It 
is practically a substitution for them. 

he PrestpEnt : No, it really is not. The bye-laws 
are amended to meet the case of students who now de- 
sire to enter at this moment. This is intended to deal 
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with another class of case, of which we had an example 
at the Examination Committee yesterday, of a student 
who, through illness, was prevented from presenting 
himself for the examination last July, in Dublin I think 
it was, and in consequence of that illness he was unable 
to present his certificate, then acceptable, and it is not 
now acceptable, but that student will be eligible for 
examination in December ; and unless we pass some 
such resolution as this he would not otherwise be. I do 
not think there is any occasion to limit this in time, 
because there has to be an explanation as to why the 
student did not present himeelf in May or July last, so 
that no explanation could be offered with regard to that 
in the case of a student who had been at College for 
several years before or who had subsequently joined the 
College. 

Mr. Asson : I think it is quite clear. 

The resolution was then put, and carried unanimously. 

Prof. Writ1ams: I beg to propose a hearty vote of 
thanks to the President for his conduct in the Chair, and 
for the speedy manner in which he has conducted the 
business of the meeting. 

Mr. Asson : I beg to second that. 

The résolution was carried by acclamation.

Meat Revelations. 


From reports which have just become known, the 
necessity for the provision of a public abattoir for 
Plymouth on a large scale, and the extinction of the 
private slaughter-houses will be apparent. However 
vigilant the Corporation authorities, who are respon- 
sible for a pure meat supply, might be in the discharge 
of their duties, it is evident that they are oun 
handicapped in their work of inspection by the numerous 
private abattoirs which exist, and that cases frequently 
occur where meat does not undergo the rigid examina- 
tion at the hands of competent officials which it should 
do before it is placed before the public for sale From 
what has come to our knowledge, there is a cogent reason 
why the Corporation should take the most energetic 
steps to clear away the private slaughter-houses, many 
of them in side streets, and surrounded with crowded 
populations. No doubt some of these private premises 
are conducted in a manner that reflects credit upon the 
owners ; but this cannot he said in all cases, and the 
system itself is one that does not conduce to the pro- 
vision of a thorough meat inspection. 

It is stated that the police of Plymouth and certain 
members of the sanitary department of the borough have 
been greatly concerned with reference to a suspicious 
case which has occurred within the past seven days 
The circumstances were brought to their knowledge by 
a resident whose house overlooks certain fields. Early 
on Sunday morning last he was taking a bird’s eye view 
from his bedroom window when he saw five persons, 
said to be two men and three youths, busily engaged in 
one of the fields. They were throwing up a quantity of 
earth, and standing in a roadway near the entrance to 
the field were a horse and trap. Very speedily a large 
bag was taken from the vehicle and deposited in the pit 
which had been dug, the earth thrown back again, the 
whole party then driving away. This citizen being 
curious to know what these hurried proceedings meant, 
and having his Sheilock Holmes’ proclivities aroused, 

made his way to the nearest police station and reported 
what he had seen. It was also a mystery to the police, 
and enquiries were immediately set on foot. The field 
was visited, and the bag and its contents dug up, and it 
disclosed the offal of a bullock which had been quite 
recently slaughtered. In turn the parties who had been 
at the field with the horse and trap were interrogated, 
and then was revealed a state of things which shows the 


imperative necessity that exists for a ii.ore complete 
supervision of private slaughter houses or the suppress- 
ion altogether of many of them. 

The authorities have been enabled to secure the whole 
of the circumstances which led up to the burial of the 
internal portions of the bullock. In the district of St. 
Budeaux a farmer had a bullock which was off its food 
and seemed to be declining. The animal was seen by a 
drover, who later reported the illness of the bullock toa 
butcher. Straightway the beast was brought into a 
Plymouth private slaughter-house and killed. In the 
course of dressing the carcase it was noticed that the 
lungs were seriously affected, but the carcase as a whole 
showed no symptoms of any disease. Those present at 
the slaughter-house did not know the nature of the 
complaint from which the animal had suffered, and no 
specialist appeared to have been called into consultation. 
If it had been tuberculosis the carcase ought to have 
been at once destroyed. After consultation with the 
butcher, the offal of the bullock was removed to his 
premises, and, as stated, on the Sunday was buried in 
the early hours of the morning. 

Now comes what is stated to be the most serious and 
disreputable part of the whole business. The carcase 
was exposed in Plymouth Wholesale Meat Market on 
the Monday, and, as usual, was inspected by the proper 
officers of the Corporation. The regular procedure is 
for certain of the internal contents of the slaughtered 
animal, such as the heart, lungs, etc., to be exposed with 
the carcase. In this instance the internal parts and the 
carcase were both inspected and passed as of fair quality. 
But later it was discovered that a trick—it cannot be 
described by any other term—-had been played upon the 
authorities, and that displayed with the carcase of the 
bullock that had been killed because it was ina bad way, 
were the internal portions of another «nd totally differ- 
ent beast, one which was in the best of condition at the 
time it was slaughtered.—The Western Morning News. 


Doctors’ Incomes. 
FouRPENNY AND SIXPENNY FEEs. 
To the Editor of The Daily Telegraph. 


Sir,—I read with considerable interest your article 
and the subsequent communications from various cor- 
respondents on the above subject, and while admitting 
that the abuse of hospitals may in some measure account 
for the diminution in professional incomes, I cannot 
agree that this is the principal cause, and I think I may 
be permitted to claim a somewhat unique experience of 
the inner life of the medical profession, having during 
some thirty years past had, as medical] accountant, etc., 
business relations with probably over 50 per cent. of 
those at present on the medical register. 

Without wishing in any way to abuse any of the confi- 
dences of the many good friends I have in_ practice 
throughout the country who have consulted me from 
time to time, [am sorry to say I am afraid the profes- 
sion have to a large extent brought this trouble on 
themselves through lack of worldly wisdom and business 
aptitude. I will dwell on two of the principal cases 
depression. 
‘irst and foremost is the utter lack of any combina 
tion ainong themselves for their own protection in the 
way of charges to their patients. Medical men ure D0 
born millionaires, and like others have to earn a living 
wage. In Londonand our large towns there are, to "Y 
knowledge, some hundreds of practices where patients 
all and sundry, no matter what their sition, are 
attended for a fee of 6d., and in many cases less. It - 
only by seeing enormous numbers at these prices tha 
any margin of profit can remain, and it can be safely 


left to the common-sense of your readers to judge 
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whether justice can possibly be done or proper attention 
given for such remuneration? In any other profession 
such a system of undercutting is non-existent. Where 
can we find a lawyer who will give advice at such rates ? 
Did any attempt it their governing body would very soon 
call them to order, and insist on their charging accord- 
ing to the recognised scale of fees. 

If patients cannot really afford to pay a reasonable 
and remunerative fee, the hospitals and Poor Law in- 
firmaries are at hand to assist them, but, unfortunately, 
in most cases no discrimination whatever, is exercised, 
and rich and poor alike are charged the 6d. or 4d. as the 
case may be. I have myself seen scores of patients leav- 
ing the sixpenny surgeries who adjourn to the nearest 
licensed house and spend probably double or treble the 
dcctor’s fee in liquid refreshment. The remedy is 
obvious ; let the Medical Council (who at present give 
very little return for the £5 tax iniposed on every prac- 
titioner), and the licensing bodies protect their own 
members by insisting on a fair scale of fees being char- 
ged to those who can afford it, and let the profession 
themselves combine to keep to a fair scale, and refrain 


numbers of well-to-do tradesmen, farmers, and others, 
take advantage of their club membership to rob the 
doctor of the fees which in all justice they should pay. 
Many thousands in this way obtain medical advice prac- 
tically for nothing, when they could easily afford and 
ought to pay 4s. for each attendance, instead of for one 
whole year’s attention. Many of them, in fact, are earn- 
far ‘larger [incomes than the doctors themselves. 
ere, again, the remedy lies with the doctors: com- 
bination alone can help them. If all were agreed to 
exercise a rigorous discretion, and only attend those 
earning below a certain wage at the club rate, and also 
to raise the rate somewhat, many thousands of pounds 
per annum would help to swell the doctors’ incomes. 

I could dwell on many other contributing causes if 
necessary, sucn as the increase in advertised medicines 
mostly utter rubbish, prescribing chemists, etc., but I 
fear 1 have already trespassed too much on your space.

ON THE IMPORTANCE OF THE VETERINARY 
PROFESSION. 


“Thou comest in such questionable shape 
That I will speak to thee.” 
Sir, 

“Observer ’’ in his letter to The Veterinary Record of a 
recent date has, I venture to think, put his ideas in a very 
equivocal manner, so much so that [hope I may be excused 
for attempting to differ entirely from him. The intimate 
association that now exists between animal diseases and 
those affecting the species homo is so very marked that the 
term “sister profession ’’ so often applied to the medical 
fraternity is more ihan a courtesy title, and the knowledge 
we daily increase through the medium of up-to-date science 
demonstrates this association very conclusively. In fact, 
the branches of science known as Zoology, Entomology, 
Veterinary Surgery, and Medicine are hourly becoming more 
closely connected, 

“We know what we are, but we know not what we may 
be,’ and it seems that the veterinary profession, although 
having been thought rather ‘‘ below the salt ’’ in the past, 
is right in bringing to the notice of ‘‘ the man in the street ’’ 
the tremendous sphere of importance which it now occupies. 
It is absurd to say that we, as scientists, should hold a less 
exalted position than our fellow professional who devotes 
his hygienic and healing knowledge simply to man. Man 
depends for his livelihood upon what he eats; his staple 
diet, at least in England, is some kind of flesh, or other 
animal product, and the number of diseases that are 
acquired by ingestion is too numerous to mention. Itis the 
veterinary surgeon’s duty to become fully acquainted with 
these disease and to do his utmost in their alleviation. That 
he can be of efficient use in such a branch of hygiene is in- 
disputable, and why should he not have the credit for it. 
I do not think our medical confréres would attempi to deny 
that he is capable of doing this work better than they are. 
People are most often taken at their own valuation, and Ido 
not think our worst enemies could accuse us of puffing our- 
selves in the public view. If we do not point out the 
benefits accruing to our work, I doubt if anyone else will do 
it for us. The work and methods of the various veterinary 
societies are therefore entirely justifiable. These societies 
(which, by the way, ought to called simply Veterinary 
without the Medical) have already done excellent work, and 
by all means let them go on doing it. 

™ Observer’’ gives one the idea that he is “ cabined, 
cribbed, confined,’’ in a somewhat disappointing practice, 
rather discounting his nom-de-plume. Why should this be 
so when there is so much to be done in the scientific fleld, 
which is open to everyone? If he refers to the social aspect 
I think “he’s only got himself to blame.”” “A man is 
— by the society he keeps.”’ 

e adage relating to septic fish is particularl i 
to “Observer,”” and he shows decidedly bad 
promulgating it. “I had rather be a kitten and cry mew.’’: 


propriating a sufficient justification for our existence, but 
there is no harm in trying. 
“Tis not in mortals to command success, 
But we’ll do more—we’ll deserve it.’’ 


“Observer’’ might remember one of the reasons for 
which he studied botany, and not only extend his observa- 
tions over a greater area, but also cultivate them more care- 
fully.

“THE OFFICIAL VETERINARY SURGEON.” 
Sir, 

Perhaps the fullowing item may be of some interest to 
you. In Zhe Sportsman, The Morning Post, and perhaps 
other papers of the 5th inst., an account is given of the 
Folkestone Race Meeting held the day before, on the course 
which is close to Westenhanger Station (8.E.R.). It 
states that when the numbers were hoisted for the “ Juvenile 
Selling Plate ’’ Acmena, gelding, was found to be coughing 
badly, and his number was by order of the Stewards with- 
drawn. ‘The Stewards had the horse examined by Mr. 
E. 8S. H. Champney, the official veterinary surgeon’’ who 
reported that the animal had a severe cold, and thereupon 
the trainer was called and his explanation being deemed un- 
satisfactory he and the owner were fined £10 each. 

My object in writing is to protest as strongly as possible 
against such a course being taken upon such evidence, and 
against the slight offered (but perhaps unwittingly) to our 
profession, for Mr. Champney is neither a member of our 
College nor an existing practitioner under the Veterinary 
Surgeons Act, 1881. Ido not know that he calls himself 
a veterinary surgeon, although he practices as such, but if 
such statements are allowed to pass unchallenged in 
“horsey ’’ and other papers there is not much need for a 
man to use the words himself. There are two members 
R.C.V.S. at Folkestone six miles away, and two at Ashford 
eight miles away, both on the main line S.E.R., some of 
whom would, I daresay, act fora reasonable or even small 
fee (at present I believe the post is honorary), to say noth- 
ing of myself within two miles of the course. 

I may mention in conclusion that I have written the 
Editor of The Sportsman, the Stewards of the Jockey Club 
(which meets on Wednesday next), the Stewards of the 
Folkestone Race Meetings, and the Registrar of our College. 
If such a course is allowed to go unchallenged there will 
soon be nothing we can call our own.—I am, dear sir, yours 
very faithfully, Water W. GULLEFORD.

In paying visits in our practice we find that our clients 
have large stocks of mixtures, oils, etc., bearing the label 
“Taylor & Son, Derby, M.R.C.V.S.’’ On enquiry we find 
that a person, whom they take to be Mr. Taylor, has been 
round to them personally selling these various mixtures. 
On one label which we have seen to-day, people are advised 
not to send to inexperienced or ignorant farriers, and 
another label which we have in our possession was found 
in # public house in the same village that the representative 
called. Surely, sir, the Registration Committee should 
take this matter up, as the profession is already over- 
whelmed with patent medicines, but when a M.R.C.V.S. 
or his representative calls personally on one’s clients. and 
sells these ‘“cure-alls’’ at 1/3 per bottle, the business 
shold be at once stopped and an explanation demanded.
